The grand opera section of the Castle Square 
Opera company approached the end of its season at 
the Studebaker the week of April 23. The week of 
April 16 at the Studebaker was devoted to an inter- 
esting double bill — Von Suppe's "Pygmalion and 
Galatea" and Leoncavallo's "FPagliacci." These 
operas are almost absolute novelties, inasmuch as the 
former has not been heard here in several years and 
the latter has never been given in English in this 
city. "Pygmalion and Galatea" in the operatic version 
is b'right and full of comedy. The other opera is 
characteristic of the new Italian school. Harry Davies 
sang the part of Pygmalion, Greta Risley and Grace 
Belmont alternating in the role of Galatea, Charles 
W. Meyer appearing in Midas, and Katherine Condon 
as Ganymede. In "FPagliacci" Grace Golden and 
Bessie MacDonald alternated as Nedda, and Joseph 
F. Sheehan and William E. Wegener in the role of 
Canio. William Mertens, Homer Lind and Herman 
Haynes were also in the cast. The week of April 
23 was the last of this section of the Castle Square 
company at the Studebaker this season, opera being 
withdrawn from the house until Decoration day, May 
30. This is owing to the fact that the Studebaker 
was rented to the Methodist general conference nearly 
two years ago — ^before the contracts were signed 
with the management of the Castle Square company. 
As it is the usual rule with this organization, the 
final week was devoted to a repertory of the operas 
which have proved to be the most popular during the 
immediately preceding season. The operas for that 
week were as follows: Monday night and Wednes- 
day matinee, "Faust;" Tuesday and Wednesday 
nights, "II Trovatore ;" Thursday night and Saturday 
matinee, "Mignon;" Friday and Saturday nights, 
"Carmen." The original Chicago section of this com- 
pany, now singing in New York, will reopen the house 
with a matinee on Decoration day, inaugurating a sea- 
son of light standard operas. 

The next convention of the Music Teachers' Na- 
tional association will be held in Des Moines Iowa, 
June 19 to 22. Dr. H. S. Perkins has been appointed 

vice-president for Illinois.

A meeting of the directors of the Chicago Or- 
chestral association was held Wednesday, April 25, 
to arrange plans for next season. The general mu- 
sical policy of the orchestra will be retained, Mr. 
Thomas, as heretofore, arranging the programmes. 
Several new features, consistent with this, were dis- 
cussed, though Mr. Thomas' present preoccupation 
with his duties as director-in-chief of the Cincinnati 
Musical Festival prevent definite settlement. As soon 
as Mr. Thomas is relieved of the festival affairs he 
will take up the orchestra plans, and it is said an- 
nouncements of interest will then be made. 

The orchestra personnel will remain practically 



the sarne as at present. The matter of personal har- 
mony is of considerable importance, and it is said 
never to have been so satisfactory as now. There 
are no feuds or jealousies among the musicians, and 
the esprit of the organization, notable throughout 
the season, has been admirable. * 

Financially, it is stated, the results of the season 
now ending are practically the same as last year — 
showing a deficit of $15,000 or $16,000. This is al- 
ready covered by subscription. 

As to attendance, nothing definite could be 
learned. Personal observation on the part of the 
writer, a regular attendant of the concerts, inclines 
him to the belief that there has been a falling off of 
little less than 20 per cent. 

This IS the necessary inference, too, from the 
. fact that while at the beginning of this season the 
scale of admission was raised from 20 to 50 per cent 
on many of the seats, and the expenses of the orchestra 
reduced, the financial returns have been the same as 
last year. 

How much this is the. result of this increase of 
admission and how much to the prevailing apathy 
in the musical public, must be left to conjecture. Prob- 
ably both causes contribute. 

Some modification will be made in the scale of 
prices for next season. 

The closing concert took place on Saturday night, 
April 28. The chief feature of the programme was 
the immortal fifth symphony of Beethoven (C minor). 
One of the most beautiful and, perhaps, quite the 
most popular of the master's symphonies, it served as 
an appropriate ending to a season which has con- 
tained so much to interest and delight the lover of 
musiq.

BIRDICE BLYE. 



Miss Birdice Blye, the famous young piano vir- 
tuoso, engaged by the Gottschalk Lyric School, enjoys 
the proud distinction of having been a pupil of Rubin- 
stein, and is, with one exception, the only American 
who ever studied with that great Maestro.

Practical Results of Federation. 
Hozv Clubs May Join. 

The benefits resulting from the National Federa- 
tion of Musical Clubs, organized at Chicago in 1898, 
are felt throughout the land. 

The broad spirit of philanthropy is the underlying 
principle. 

The Federation is a musical missionary. Its 
work is to aid the thousands of club members in gain- 
ing a broader musical education. 

The club year is drawing to its close, and the 
federated clubs have again tested the value of feder- 
ation. 

The clubs in small cities and towns have been 
especially benefited, and are very enthusiastic over 
the opportunities which have been given them. While 
to smaller and more or less isolated clubs lacking op- 
portunities of coming into contact with the best in 
the musical world the Federation offers incalculable 
advantages, to all clubs the benefits are far in excess 
of the small membership fee required. 

Large clubs, the Schubert of St. Paul, the Saint 
Cecelia of Grand Rapids, the Fort Wayne Morning 
Muscial, the Tuesday Musical of Denver, are num- 
bered among those that have had more recitals than 
they could possibly have compassed had they not been 
federated.

GOTHAM GOSSIP. 



Easter day proved to be a sad one for the mem- 
bers of the choir of Christ Church, Brooklyn. While 
the choir was singing joyful carols for one of the 
largest and richest congregations in the city, thieves 
entered the church and carried away property worth 
several thousands of dollars. No trace of the thieves 
has been obtained. The women singers were the larg- 
est losers, for in robing for the morning service all 
jewelry and finery were laid aside. The plunder con- 
sisted of coats, money, pocket books, diamond pins 
and one $300 sealskin sacque.

Master George Loose, 15 years old, who has been 
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a soprano soloist in St. Bartholomew's Church, has 
been engaged to sing at the Church of the Heavenly 
Rest in New York. Choirmaster Duncan of the latter 
church says: ''I have heard many boy sopranos of 
excellence, but never one who unites so many desirable 
qualifications as does George Loose. His tone pro- 
duction is good, and shows the result of careful in- 
struction during his early singing life, aVid to this is 
added a temperament of most artistic sympathy by 
means of which the fullest meaning of both the verbal 
and musical thought is brought out. His is, in brief, 

the best boy voice I have ever heard." 

* * * 

For the first time in six months the members of 
the volunteer choir of Asbury Methodist Episcopal 
Church at New Springville, S. I., participated, Sunday^ 
April 22, in the services. Jealousy arose in the choir 
from the alleged favoritism displayed by the former 
pastor, the Rev. John McMurray. The Rev. John 
H. Timbrell of Raritan, N. J., was appointed at the 
recent conference to succeed Mr. McMurray and took 
charge. 

Last summer there were two sopranos in the 
choir, Mrs. James Dennis and Miss Carrie Van Pelt. 
It is said the pastor always called upon Miss Van Pelt 
to sing solos, and the other members of the choir con- 
sidered this unjust. 

About six months ago a church sociable was held 
and Mr. McMurray called on Miss Van Pelt for a 
solo. After her singing the minister, it is said, com- 
plimented her highly. 

The choir rebelled, and from that time on there 

was no music in the choir-loft. 

* * * 

Walter Damrosch, after several seasons of almost 
absolute self-effacement in the musical world, con- 
templates active work with his orchestra in giving 
summer concerts in the Carnegie Music Hall, begin- 
ning early in July. Arrangements are now under way 
tending toward that end, and will soon be complete. 
Mr. Damrosch's plans, as thus far outlined, are some- 



what similar to those of Franz Kaltenborn, who con- 
ducted concerts at St. Nicholas' Garden last summer. 
The auditorium of the Carnegie Music Hall will be 
covered over with a floor, upon which tables and 
chairs will be placed, and drinks will be served. The 
floor will be profusely decorated with plants and 
palms, to give the hall an appearance as near a summer 
garden as possible. 

When Marcella Sembrich, the operatic prima don- 
na, starts for her home in Dresden on May 17 she 
will take with her as tangible evidence of the public's 
recognition of her art a sum approximating $95,000. 
This fortune will represent her earnings during the 
six months of her professional activity in the now 
ending season. Her appearance in opera at the Met- 
ropolitan here and in the other cities visited by the 
Grau company have brought her in about $72,000. 
She will have sung at four music festivals — at Port- 
land, Me. ; Worcester, Mass. ; Cincinnati, and Louis- 
ville. For these her fees will amount to $12,500. Her 
engagement as soloist for three concerts by the Bos- 
ton Symphony concert is estimated as netting her 
$4,000. 

Finally, she gave two song recitals, one in Boston 
and one in New York. According to figures pub- 
lished at the time these individual concerts showed a 
profit of $6,500. This makes a total of $95,000. All 
told, she will have appeared on the stage — opera and 
concert — more than seventy times. 

There is little rest for Mme. Sembrich. She has 
engagements abroad at St. Petersburg, Berlin, and 
Vienna. It is safe to estimate her European profits 
will bring the year's total past the $100,000 mark. 

Miss Fanny Crosby, probably the most famous 
hymn writer in the world, is ill at her home in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., and because of her great age fears are 
entertained that she may not recover. Miss Crosby 
is over 80 years old, and has been blind since infancy. 
In spite of her infirmity, however, she has written the 
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words for nearly 4,000 gospel hymns, some of which 
are among the most popular in the hymn books. 
Among her most famous hymns is "Saved by Grace," 
with which most church-goers are familiar. Among 
the evangelists who delight to sing her hymns is Ira 
D. Sankey, who for years assisted Dwight L. Moody 
in his work. In his opinion malny of Miss Crosby's 
hymns ^will last as long as the English language. Miss 
Crosby is a member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Until her present illness she was accustomed 
to work a part of every day, composing and dictating 
words* for new hymns. The royalties from the hun- 
dreds of hymns which have been published are said 
to bring her a comfortable income. 

* * * 

Manager Theodore Habelmann is confident of 
the success of the new English opera scheme which 
is to be inaugurated here in the fall of 1900. He de- 
clares, speaking officially, that the funds have been 
provided for by the formation of a stock company, 
headed by A. C. Benedict, Frank S. Hastings, and 
Spencer Trask. It, is how , announced that a theater 
is to be built on a site between Forty-second and Fifty- 
ninth streets, Broadway and Fifth avenue. 

Dr. Loewe of Berlin will be the general director. 
Mr. Habelmann, who will be the stage manager, and 
Reinhold L. Herman, who is to conduct the orchestra, 
are well known to New Yorkers. 

In his statement Mr. Habelmann mentions as 
operas to be produced at first — all with newly trans- 
lated libretti — Gounod's ''Faust" and ''Romeo and 
Juliet," Massenet's "Herodiade," and Verdi's "Aida." 

He also states that among the artists already en- 
gaged are Lillian Blauvelt, Sara Anderson, Clementine 
Devere, Katherine B. Fiske, Alma Webster Powell, 
Herbert Witherspoon, Mackenzie Gordon, and Georfi:e 
Hamlin.

Maurice Grau has announced the itinerary ot ms 
opera troupe for next season. Chicago is noticeable 
by its absence ! 

Added to this Mr. Grau is reported to have de- 
clared with evidences of feeling that he will never 
visit Chicago again. 

With the reservation "until opera pays there" this 
statement of the impresario will be easily understood. 
He is not educating musical taste in Chicago or else- 
where gratuitously, and his experience last autumn, 
when his season was a flat failure, might well have 
taught him to give this city a wide berth until its 
appetite for music shall have grown to lucrative pro- 
portions. 

Concerning his plans for the season, Mr. Grau 
said : 

"We have signed a lease for the Grand Opera 
House in San Francisco for a period of three weeks 
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and will there open the grand opera season of 1900-01. 

'The company will start from Europe Oct. 20 and 
proceed direct to San Francisco. It will be the first 
time on record of an opera company making such a 
jump as that. San Francisco has not been visited by 
a grand opera company since the season of 1890, when 
Mme. Patti and Sig. Tamagno were there. 

'The company, which will number about 225 per- 
sons, will arrive in New York Oct. 27 and proceed at 
once across the continent in a special train. The entire 
trip will occupy altogether about five weeks. As the 
season will open in New York Dec. 18 the number of 
cities after leaving San Francisco at which we shall 
be able to give performances will be very limited. 
Probably they will be confined to Los Angeles, two 
nights; perha^ps Salt Lake City, one night; Denver, 
two nights; Kansas City, two nights; Lincoln, one 
night, and between St. Paul and Minneapolis, three 
nights. 

"The company will come direct from Minneapolis, 
where it will close on Dec. 14, to New York. I don't 
care to name the members of the organization as it 
will be then, as, of course, the company is not com- 
pleted yet.'' 

No authoritative statement of the personnel of 
Mr. Grau's forces has yet been made, but a reliable 
New York paper gives the following list : 

Mme. Melba, Mme. Emma Eames, Mme. Lillian 
Nordica, Mile. Mathilda Bauermeister, Miss Suzanne 
Adams, Miss Susan Strong, Miss Louise Homer, Miss

Andreas Dippel, Adolf Muhlman, Sig. Campanari, and 
Sig. Scotti. Sig. Mancinelli will conduct the French 
and Italian operas. 

It has been known for some time that Mr. Grau's 
New York season this year has net been all that he 
hoped It would be. Of course, this has not been offi- 
cially admitted, and the degree of the season's short- 
coming can not be ascertained without access to the ac- 
counts. But Mr. Grau's temper obviously has little 
improved. 

* * * 

The season of grand opera closed Wednesdav 
evening, April 25, Every box, every seat, and everV 
toot of standing room was occupied by the friends and 
admirers of the departing singers. It was probablv 
the most enthusiastic audience the great artists had 
ever sung to, and they appeared to feel as if they 
were in the house of their friends. 

As a consequence, the extraordinary bill, consist- 
ing of portions of four operas, in Italian, French and 
German, was excellently rendered. 

There were applause and flowers in abundance 
every artist coming in for his or her full share, and at 
curtain fall there were numerous recalls for the cast 
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Miss Ruth Cordis Long, niece of the Secretary 
of the Navy, John D. Long, has chosen as her vocation 
in Ufe gospel singing. Her work in this Hne in con- 
nection with recent revival services at a Worcester 
(Mass.) church confirmed her inclination toward this 
calling, which has dated back two years. 

When at San Diego, in 1898, Miss Long was 
asked by the Christian Endeavor Society if she would 
be willing to sing at some services to be held on board 
the United States steamship Monterey. She gladly 
consented, and sang ''Where Is My Wandering Boy 
To-night ?" with so much effect that one of the sailors, 
a boy of about 20, came forward to her at the 
conclusion of the service and declared that the 
song, as rendered by her, had determined him tq lead 
a different life, and that he intended to write to his 
mother to that effect on that same night. He gave 
Mi^ Long one of his cards on which he wrote : "May 
God bless you for showing one sinner the true light.'' 
Miss Long carries the card in her purse as a keep- 
sake of her first missionary work. 

Since her return to Boston from California Miss 
Long has been engaged in church singing. She vis- 
ited Washington last winter, and by invitation sang 
several selections before President and Mrs. McKinley. 

Personally, Miss Long is a young woman of much 
charm and magnetism. 'Her enthusiasm in her work 
proceeds from a sincere conviction that her voice can 
be made a powerful influence for good in connection 
with evangelical and temperance work. Her voice is 
a rich, deep contralto. 

At the age of 17 she was brought out as a concert 



singer in Portland, Me., by Annie Louise Carey. Her 
singing then showed great promise, and her friends 
urged her to make the operatic stage her aim. Her 
family discouraged this, however, and Miss Long took 
up concert singing, in which she has been successful. 

Stainer's "The Crucifixion" was rendered by the 
choir of St. Peter's church, Belmont and Evanston 
avenues, Thursday evening, April 12.
